What Bishop Cannon Say 
AS TO L. B. MUSGROVE’S POSITION 
AMONG THE PROHIBITION LEADERS 


Was Influential At The Peace Conference For Prohibition In 
Mandated Territory 


Bishop James Cannon, Jr., is chairman of the Temperance 
and Social Service Commission of the Southern Methodist 
Church. He has for many years been the Southern Methodist 
Church’s immediate representative in the Anti-Saloon League. 
As such he has been in the very front as chairman of the Anti- 
Saloon League’s legislative committee. If anybody knows Mr. 
Musgrove’s value, he does. The following is a letter written by 
him to Rev. B. L. Crawford, presiding elder, Greensboro dis- 
trict, under date of June 19, 1926: 

Washington, D. C. 
June 19, 1926. 
Rey. EB. L. Crawford, 
Greensboro, Alabama, 
Dear Bro. Crawford: 

I have received your letter, in which you ask that I give 
you some statement of my knowledge of the activities of Hon. 
L. B. Musgrove in connection with National and International 
Prohibition. In reply I would say: 

T have been intimately associated with Mr. Musgrove in 
Prohibition work for the past ten or fifteen years, both of us 
having been on the executive committee of the Anti-Saloon 
League of America together for at least that long. He was ap- 
pointed by the executive committee as chairman of the Na- 
tional Campaign committee for the Ratification of the Bigh- 
teenth Amendment, and was also elected by that campaign 
committee to be chairman of its executive committee. He gave 
freely of his time, ability and means to secure the passage and 
enforcement of Natonal legislation to remove the scourge of the 
liquor traffic from the entire country. 

In the Winter of 1919, Mr. Musgrove accompanied me to 
Europe as a member of a commission to investigate conditions 
concerning alcoholism in Europe. We occupied the same room 
in the hotel, and Mr. Musgrove rendered great service in our 
investigations, and in the organization of the conference held 
on Alcoholism in Paris in the Sprng of 1919. That conference 
presented its conclusions to the representatives of the various 
countries engaged in making the Versailles Treaty, and Mr. 
Musgrove was quite influential in securing the support of our 
American delegates for the insertion in the Treaty of the pro- 
vision prohibiting the liquor traffic in mandated territory. I 
have reckoned him as one of the ablest and most dependoble 
advocates of State, National and International Prohibition. 

I am very glad indeed to pay this deserved tribute to the 
record of Mr. Musgrove in this cause which has been near to 
my heart all my life.
